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NOTE. 


It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1871  and  1881)  that 'those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be 
disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small 
cost  to  the  statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as 
in  Ireland,  the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars 
should  be  afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Carlow ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from 
time  to  time,  for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the 
Province  of  Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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COUNTY  OP  CARLOW. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County  of 
Carlow  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMARY. 

The  County  of  Carlow  which,  with  the  exception  of  Louth,  is  the  smallest  county  in  Ireland,  covers  an  area 
of  221,344  statute  acres,  or  a little  over  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland),  for  the  year  1891,  presented  to  Parliament  by  the 
Registrar-General,  there  were  43,798  acres  under  tillage,  31,045  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  116,175  under 
pasture,  making  a total  of  191,018  acres  of  Arable  Land,  or  86-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the 
County;  3,672  acres,  or  1-7  per  cent,  under  Plantations ; 1,730  acres,  or  0-8  per  cent,  under  Turf  Bog;  4,399 
acres,  or  2-0  per  cent,  under  Marsh,  and  9,709  acres,  or  4'4  per  cent,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The 
remaining  10,31 8 acres  or  4-6  per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Carlow  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  S G , 2 2 8 ; in  1851,  68,078; 
in  1861,  57,137  ; in  1871,  51,650  ; in  1881,  46,568;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  40,836  (20,552 
Males,  and  20,384  Females)  or  12'1  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  8,293,  the  average 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4'8  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  8.151,  showing  an 
average  of  4-9  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  iii  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  St.  Mullins  Upper  and  Idrone  East,  viz.  15-2  and  l'i;3  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Carlow 
and  Forth,  viz.  8-7  and  10-6  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
occurred  in  that  portion  of  Shillelagh  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  that  of  Baltinglass. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  county  in  1891,  84-87  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  11-85  percent,  mother 
counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 1 -OS  per  cent,  in  Munster ; -65  per  cent,  in  Ulster ; -43  per  cent,  in 
Connaught ; -88  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; -24  per  cent,  were  born  abroad;  and  2 persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  one  such  district,  viz.,  Carlow.  In  1881  the  population  of  it  amounted  to  5,898  ; in 
1891  it  was  5,591,  showing  a decrease  of  307  persons  or  5-2  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of  the  countv  the 
decrease  was  13-1  per  cent. 

The  County  returns  one  member  to  Parliament,  the  constituency  in  1S91  being  7,016.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1S71  and  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be 
disposed  to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small 
cost  to  the  statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as, 
in  Ireland,  the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars 
should  be  afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  and  City  of  Dublin ; and  purpose  giving  similar 
Tables  from  time  to  time,  for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning 
with  the  Province  of  Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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CENSUS  OF  IRELAND,  1891. 

COUNTY  AND  CITY  OF  DUBLIN. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County  and 
City  of  Dublin  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMARY. 

The  County  and  City  of  Dublin  cover  an  area  of  226,821  statute  acres,  or  IT  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of 
the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland),  for  last  year  (1891),  there  were  32,450  acres  under 
tillage,  41,048  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  1 18,355  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  191,853  acres  of  Arable 
Land,  or  84-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County;  3,977  acres,  or  1-8  per  cent,  under  Plan- 
tations; 321  acres,  or  0T  per  cent,  under  Marsh,  and  11,950  acres,  or  5-3  per  cent,  under  barren  Mountain 
Land.  The  remaining  18,457  acres  or  8T  per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  and  City  of  Dublin  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  372,773; 
in  1851,  405,147;  iu  1861,  410,252;  in  1871,  405,262;  in  1881,  418,910;  aud  according  to  the  recent 
Census,  419,216  (197,409  Males,  and  221,807  Females)  or  O'l  per  cent,  more  than  in  1881. 

The  numberof  distinct  Families  in  the  County  and  City  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration-  was  86,547,  the 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4 -6  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  55,610, 
showing  an  average  of  7*1  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted. 

The  following  Statement  shows,  by  Baronies  and  by  Poor  Law  Unions,  the  number  of  persons  in  1881  and 
1891 ; and  the  increase  or  decrease  during  the  decade.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centages  of  increase  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Coolock  and  Upper-cross,  viz.,  1 8*6  and  9-9  respectively  ; and  the  highest  per-centages  of  decrease 
occurred  in  the  Baronies  of  Balrothery,  West,  aud  Nethercross,  viz.,  14-8  and  12-4  respectively.  The  highest 
per-centages  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions  occurred  in  Balrothery  and  that  part  of  Dunshaughlin 
situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  Dublin,  South,  and  that  part  of  Celbridge  situated  in  this  County. 
There  was  an  increase  of  4-3  per  cent,  in  the  Union  of  Dublin,  North. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  Dublin  (County  and  City)  in  1891,  65-36  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  17-59 
per  cent,  in  other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster  ; 4-46  per  cent,  in  Munster ; 3-63  per  cent,  in  Ulster  ; 
2-08  per  cent,  in  Connaught ; 4-51  per  cent,  in  England  and  Wales ; 1 -14  per  cent,  in  Scotland ; 1-23  per  cent, 
-were  born  abroad ; and  54  persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards,  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

Dublin  contains  12  such  districts;  in  1881  the  population  thereof  amounted  to  349,593  ; in  1891  it  was 
-352,541,  showing  an  increase  of  2,948  persons  or  0-8  per  cent,  pin  the  rural  district  of  the  County  there  was 
& decrease  of  3-8  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.,  North  Dublin  and  South  Dublin,  each  returning 
■one  Member  to  Parliament ; the  former  division  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  75,009,  and  a constituency  of 
10,808  ; and  the  latter  a population  of  74,491,  and  a constituency  of  1 1,680.  The  Borough  of  Dublin  contains 
4 Parliamentary  Divisions,  each  returning  one  Member,  viz.  : “ The  College  Green  Division  ” having  a popula- 
tion of  67,923,  and  a constituency  of  7,497  ; “ The  Dublin  Harbour  Division,”  with  a population  of 
71,530,  and  a constituency  of  8,303  ; “The  St.  Stephen’s  Green  Division,”  with  a population  of  65,652,  and 
a constituency  of  8,670;  and  “The  St.  Patrick’s  Division,”  with  a population  of  64,611,  and  a constituency 
of  6,065.  The  University  of  Dublin  returns  two  Members.

From  the  foregoing  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  and  City,  in  1891,  77-0  per 
cent,  were  Roman  Catholics,  18\6  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  1*8  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  1-0  per  cent. 
Methodists,  and  1 '6  per  ■ cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was 
an  increase  in  number  of  Roman  Catholics,  equivalent  to  0-7  per  cent.  ; Protestant  Episcopalians  declined  3-7  per 
cent,  and  Presbyterians,  1 -1  per  cent. ; there  was  an  increase  of  395  or  10'6  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Methodists. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  Educational  Status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  and  City  of  Dublin 
in  1881  and  1891,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry  was 
made  on  the  Census  Forms  : — 


From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  66-9  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1891,  717  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage  of  the  population 
who  could  “read  only”  in  1881  was  97,  and  in  1891,  6-5  ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “illiterate”  fell 
from  237  in  1881  to  21-8  in  1891.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  14’5  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants,  a<md  five  years 
and  upwards,  were  Illiterate  (13-9  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  15-1  of  the  females),  and  that  in  1891  the 

per-centage  was  but  127  (12-4  of  the  males  and  12-9  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  15-3  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-9  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  2-9  per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  37  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  77  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were  Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  and  City  of  Dublin,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  55,192,  or  45-0  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20;  in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30tli  May),  was  59,766  or  477  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20 
In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  and  City  of  Dublin  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  ni<dit  of  the 
Census,  was  6,399,  or  1 in  every  65  of  the  population  ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  5,514  or°l  in  every 
76  of  the  population;  of  the  latter  number  838  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  4,676  were  in  hospital.  * 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  11,172  or  1 in 
every  37  of  the  population ; of  this  number  6,891  were  inmates  of  'Workhouses,  and  4,281  were  in  receipt 
of -outdoor;  relief ; in  1891  the  number  returned  was  8,901,  or  1 in  every  47  of  the  population  ; 6 282  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  2,619  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of 
a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions.  1 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  and 
City  of  Dublin,  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  28,615,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
of  6-8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000.  1 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  was  116,695,  affording  an  average  annual 
rate  of  27’8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same 
period  being  23-2  per  1,000.  ° 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  109,102,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
26-0  per  1,000;  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  and  City  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March  1891 
amounted  to  24,814  (14,567  males  and  10,247  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March  188]’ 
wasl9,/26;  for  that  ending  31st  March,  1871,  30,772;  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861  25  755’ 
making  a total  of  101,067  for  the  forty  years.  ’ ’ ’ 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  116,695,  and  the 
number  of  Deaths  109,102  ; a natural  increase  of  7,593  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Popula- 
tion ; but  the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  24,814,  the  net  result  shown  by  this 
method  of  calculation  is  a decrease  of  17,221  ; the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns,  exhibits  an 
increase  of  306,  a disparity  in  the  results  to  be  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  no  record  of 
Immigrants  or  of  migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland  to  another  is  obtainable.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Kildare ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from  time  to  time, 
for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the  Province  of 
Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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COUNTY  OP  KILDARE. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County  of 
Kildare  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMAKY. 

The  County  of  Kildare  covers  an  area  of  418,496  statute  acres,  or  2-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  the  present  year,  there  were  55,158  acres  under 
tillage,  51,473  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  249,934  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  356,565  acres  of 
Arable  Land,  or  85-4  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County ; 5,770  acres,  or  1-4  per  cent,  under 
Plantations ; 33,867  acres,  or  8-1  per  cent,  under  Turf  Bog;  6,118  acres,  or  1-5  per  cent,  under  Marsh, 
and  1,106  acres,  or  0-2  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  14,076  acres,  or  3-4  per  cent., 
were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Kildare  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  114,488;  in 
1851,  95,723  ; in  1861,  90,946;  in  1871,  83,614;  in  1881,  75,804;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census, 
70,206  (38,407  Males  and  31,799  Females),  or  7'4  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  12,811,  the  average 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  5-0  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  12,428,  showing  an 
average  of  5‘2  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
have  been  omitted. 

The  following  Statement  shows,  by  Baronies  and  by  Poor  Law  Unions,  the  number  of  persons  in  1881  and 
1891 ; and  the  increase  and  decrease  during  the  decade  : —

Prom  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  tire  Baronies 
took  place  in  Kilcullen  and  Clane,  viz.,  17-9  and  15-5  respectively  ; there  was  an  increase  in  the  Baronies  of 
Narragh  and  Reban  West  and  Offaly  East  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor 
Law  Unions  occurred  in  the  portions  of  Edenderry  and  Baltinglass  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in 
that  portion  of  Athy  similarly  situated. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  72-98  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  12-76  per  cent,  in  other 
Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 1-91  per  cent,  in  Munster ; 1-36  per  cent,  in  Ulster ; 1-07  per  cent,  in 
Connaught ; 9-19  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; 0-73  per  cent,  were  bom  abroad ; and  five  persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  three  such  districts — Athy,  Naas  and  Newbridge.  In  1881  the  population  of  the 
foregoing  amounted  to  11,361;  in  1891  it  was  11,828,  showing  an  increase  of  467  persons;  in  the  rural 
district  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  6,065  or  9 -4  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz: — North  Kildare  and  South  Kildare,  each 
returning  one  Member  to  Parliament;  the  former  division  having  in  1891  a population  of  32,925,  and  a 
constituency  of  5,901 ; and  the  latter  a population  of  37,281,  and  a constituency  of  5,973.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  84-1  per  cent,  were 
Roman  Catholics,  13-0  percent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  1-9  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0 -8  per  cent.  Methodists, 
and  0-2  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a decrease  in 
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tlie  number  of  Roman  Catholics  amounting  to  10-5  per  cent;  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Protestant  Episcopalians  of  7 0 per  cent. ; Presbyterians  of  70-1  per  cent. ; and  Methodists  of  46'2.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  58-6  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1891  68-9  per  cent,  could  do  so  ;that  the  per-centage  of  the  population 
who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1881  was  12-8,  and  in  .1891.  9-2 ; and  that  the  per-centage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell 
from  28-8  in  188  L to  21-9  in  1891.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  20-2  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years 
and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (19-6  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  21-0  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  but  14-1  (13-6  of  the  males  and  14-7  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination*  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  1 6 • 3 per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  2-8  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  T2  per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  0-9  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  0'4  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were 
Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Kildare,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  10,511,  or  44-3  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May)  was  9,757,  or  43T  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Kildare  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was 
569,  or  1 in  every  133  of  the  population;  in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  735,  or  1 in  every  96  of  the 
population  ; of  the  latter  number  200  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  535  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  2,630,  or  1 in 
every  29  of  the.  population;  of  this  number  969  were  inmates  of  "Workhouses,  and  1,661  were  in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  2,196,  or  1 in  every  32  of  the  population;  698  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  1,498  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  "Onion  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  IJnion  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act;  which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts."  Each"  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of 
a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages. registered  in  the  County  of 
Kildare  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  3,145,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  4'3 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  pf  Ireland  during  the  same  period  also 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  15,762,  affording  an. average 
annual  rate  of  21 '6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23;2  per  1,000. 

. The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  .12,470,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
17 'I  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17 ’8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
8,249  (4,838  males  and  3,411  females);  the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was  5,883, 
for  that  ending  31st  March,  1871,  7,419,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  12,257,  making  a total  of 
33,808  for  the  forty  years.  ° 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  15,762,  and  the 
number  of  Deaths  12,470 ; a natural  increase  of  3,292  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Population  ; but 
the^  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  8,249,  the  net  result  shown  is  a decrease  of 
4,957  : the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns,  amounts  to  5,598,  a disparity,  in  the 
results  to  be  accounted  for  in  some  instances  by  defective  registration,  and  to  some  extent  by  incomplete 
Returns  of  .Emigrants  ; together  with  the  fact  that  no  information  as  to  Migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland 
to  another  is  obtainable.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest;  and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  King’s  County ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from  time  to  time, 
for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the  Province  of 
Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Minister,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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KING'S  COUNTY- 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  King’s 
County  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMARY. 

The  King’s  County  cover's  an  area  of  493,999  statute  acres,  or  2'4  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  the  present  year,  there  were  67,584  acres  under 
tillage,  46,255  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  232,780  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  346,619  acres  of 
Arable  Land,  or  70'3  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County  ; 7,932  acres,  or  1'6  per  cent.,  under 
Plantations;  95,972  acres,  or  19'5  per  cent.,  under  Turf  Bog ; 16,166  acres,  or  3'3  per  cent,  under  Marsh, 
and  7,490  acres,  or  1 '5  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  18,625  acres,  or  3-8  per 
cent.,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  King’s  County,  according  to  the  Census,  was — in  1841,  146,857  ; in  1851, 
112,076 ; in  1861,  90,043 ; in  1871,  75,900  ; in  1881,  72,852 ; and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  65,583 
■ (33,777  Males  and  31  786  Females),  or  10‘0  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  13,231,  the  average 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-8  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  12,840,  showing  an 
average  of  5 0 persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Ballycowan  and  Clonlisk,  viz.,  13'7  and  13'8  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Ballyboy  and 
Kilcoursey,  viz.,  3-8  and  4'4  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
occurred  in  that  portion  of  Mountmeliick  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  that  portion  of 
Parsonstown  similarly  situated. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  83'23  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  7 '82  per  cent,  in  other 
Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster  ; 4'09  per  cent,  in  Munster;  '90  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  1 '66  per  cent,  in 
Connaught;  1-90  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain;  -40  per  cent,  were  born  abroad;  and  3 persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  two  such  districts — Parsonstown  and  Tullamore,  and  portion  of  another,  viz., 
Portarlington.  In  1881  the  population  of  the  foregoing  amounted  to  10,895  ; in  1891  it  was  9,575,  showing 
a decrease  of  1,320  persons,  or  12T  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of  the  County  tire  decrease  was  9'6  per 
cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.  : — Birr  and  Tullamore,  each  returning  one 
Member  to  Parliament,  the  former  Division  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  33,992,  and  a constituency  of 
5,271,  and  the  latter  a population  of  31,571,  and  a constituency  of  5,203.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  88-9  per  cent,  were 
Roman  Catholics,  9-8  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0-4  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0'7  per  cent.  Methodists, 
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and  0*2  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a decrease  of 
10*6  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics;  and  of  6-6  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Protestant 
Episcopalians;  there  was  an  increase  of  37  in  the  number  of  Methodists,  and  of  1 in  the  number  of 
Presbyterians. 

The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  Status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  King’s  County  in  1881 
and  1891,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry  was  made  on

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  54-0  per  cent,  of 
the  Inhabitants  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1891,  64'7  per  cent,  could  do  so;  that  the  per-centage  of  the 
population  who  could  “readonly”  in  1881.  was  15-6,  and  in  1891,  11*0;  and  that  the  per-centage  of  the 
“illiterate”  fell  from  30-4  in  1881  to  24-3  in  1891.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  22-3  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five 
years  and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (22T  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  22-5  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
per-centage  was  but  16-4  (16'9  of  the  males  and  15-8  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  18-0  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  4-0  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  3'1  per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2T  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  0-9  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were 
Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  King’s  County,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881  (week 
ending  14th  May),  was  9,942,  or  41-5  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the  number 
returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May)  was  9,416,  or  43T  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  King’s  County  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was  663, 
or  1 in  every  129  of  the  population;  in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  485,  or  1 in  every  135  of  the 
population  ; of  the  latter  number  229  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  256  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  1,695,  or  1 in 
every  43  of  the  population;  of  this  number  915  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  780  were  in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  1,502,  or  1 in  every  44  of  the  population;  650  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  852  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  in  a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  King’s 
County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  2,633,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  3‘8  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period,  affords 
an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  14,812,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  21*4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  11,637,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate 
of  16 -8  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
12,367  (6,425  males  and  5,942  females);  the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was  8,778,  for 
that  ending  31st  March,  1871, 12,140,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  21,061,  making  a total  of  54,346 
for  the  forty  years. 


The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  14,812,  and  the 
number  of  Deaths,  11,637 ; a natural  increase  of  3,175  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Population; 
but  the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  12,367,  the  net  result  shown  by  this  method 
of  calculation  is  a decrease  of  9,192  : the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns,  is  7,289.

1st,  its  extent,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  rooms ; 2nd,  its  quality,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  its  windows ; and  3rd,  its  solidity  or  durability,  as  shown 
by  the  material  of  its  walls  and  roof.  If  numbers  be  adopted  to  express  the  position  of  every  house  in  a scale  of  each  of  these  elements,  and  if  the 
numbers  thus  obtained  for  every  house  bo  added  together,  a new  series  of  numbers  will  bo  produced,  giving  the  position  of  each  house  in  a scale- 
compounded  of  all  the  elements,  <.«,  their  actual  state. 

Four  classes  have  been  adopted,  and  the  result  is,  that  in  the  lowest  of  the  four  classes  are  comprised  houses  principally  built  of  mud  or  other  perishable  material, 
having  only  one  room  and  window  ; in  the  third  a better  description  of  house,  varying  from  one  to  four  rooms  and  windows  ; in  the  second,  what  might  be 
considered  a good  farm  house,  having  from  five  to  nine  rooms  and  windows ; and  in  the  first  class  all  houses  of  a better  description  than  the  preceding. 

The  accommodation  which  the  houses  afford  has  also  been  arranged  under  four  classes,  viz : — 

First  class  accommodation  consisting  of  1st  class  houses,  occupied  by  one  family. 

Second  class  accommodation  consisting  of  2nd  class  houses,  occupied  by  one  family,  or  of  1st  class  houses,  occupied  by  two  or  three  families. 

Third  class  accommodation  comprising  3rd  class  houses,  with  one  family  each,  or  2nd  class  houses,  with  two  or  three  families,  or  1st  class  houses 
occupied  by  four  or  five  families. 

Fourth  class  accommodation  includes  all  4th  class  houses,  3rd  class  houses  with  more  than  one  family,  2nd  class  houses  with  four  or  more  families  and 
1st  class  houses  inhabited  by  six  or  more  families.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Longford ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from  time  to  time, 
for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the  Province  of 
Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
-course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County  of 
Longford  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891.

The  remaining  11,643  acres,  or  4-5  per  cent, 
were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Longford  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  115,491  ; in  Population. 
1851,  82,348  ; in  1861,  71,694;  in  1871,  64,501  ; in  1881,  61,009;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  (Tabic  ii.) 

52  6x7  (28,681  Males  and  25,966  Females),  or  13'7  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  10,525,  the  average  Families  and 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-9  ; and  the  number- of  Inhabited  Houses  was  10,369,  showing  an  Houaes- 
.average  of  5-0  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  percentage  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Moydow  and  Shrule,  viz.,  1S-7  and  18-6  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Rathcline  and 
Longford,  viz.,  10-7  and  12-5  respectively.  The  highest  percentage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
•occurred  in  the  portion  of  Ballvmahou  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  the  Poor  Law  Union  of 
Longford.

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts.  Civic  Districts. 

The  County  contains  one  such  district,  viz.,  Longford.  In  1881  the  population  of  this  township  amounted  (Table  v0 
to  4,380 ; in  1891  it  was  3,S27,  showing  a decrease  of  553  persons,  or  12'6  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of 
the  County  the  decrease  was  13-8  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz North  Longford  and  South  Longford,  each  Parliamentary 
returning  one  Member  to  Parliament;  the  former  division  having  in  1891  a population  of  26,735,  and  a 
constituency  of  4,589  ; and  the  latter  a population  of  25,912,  and  a constituency  of  4,614.

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  population  of  the  County  in  1891,  91-3  per  cent,  were 
Roman  Catholics,  7 '7  per  cent.  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0’5  per  cent.  Presbyterians,  0'4  per  cent.  Methodists, 
and  0-1  per  cent,  members  of  other  Religious  Denominations.  During  the  decade  there  was  a decrease  in 
the  number  of  Roman  Catholics  of  i.3‘4  per  cent ; Protestant  Episcopalians  of  17'5  per  cent. ; and  Presbyterians 
of  29 '9  per  cent. ; there  was  an  increase  of  22  in  the  number  of  Methodists.

The  following  Statement  shows  the  Educational  Status  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Longford 
in  1881  and  1891,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  degrees  of  elementary  education  relative  to  which  inquiry  was 
made  on  the  Census  Forms : —

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  51  -3  per  cent,  of  the- 
Inhabitants  could  “ read  and  write,”  in  1891  62-5  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  percentage  of  the  population 
who  could  “ read  only  ” in  1881  was  17-2,  and  in  1891.  12-9  ; and  that  the  percentage  of  the  “ illiterate  ” fell 
from  31-5  in  1881  to  24-6  in  1891.  ' 1 g Ieu 

(Table  xxxii.)  The  following  Statement  shows  the  Population  five  years  old  and  upwards,  also  the  number  and  proportion 
per  cent,  thereof  who  were  Illiterate  : — 


From  the  foregomg  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  23-1  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years-, 
and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (22-1  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  24-0  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891,  the 
percentage  was  but  16-9  (16-9  of  the  males  and  16-8  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  18’0  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  5-6  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  5 4 per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2-1  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  11-1  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations  ” were 
Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Longford,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  7,832,  or  36-3  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30tli  May)  was  7,689,  or  41-6  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1 88i  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Longford  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was 
410,  or  1 in  every  149  of  the  population ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  378,  or  1 in  every  139  of  the 
population  ; of  the  latter  number  193  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  185  were  in  hospital. 

TIle“™bei'  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  2,008,  or  1 in 
every  30  of  the  population;  of  this  number  780  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  1,228  were  in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  1,434,  or  1 in  every  37  of  the  population;  532  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  902  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
‘Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  m a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of 
a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
the  tea.  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  1,905,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of  3-3 
per  1,J00  oi  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period  affords 
an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  11,592,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  20-4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

. Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  8,829,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
lo-o  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000. 

^r0m  t^ie  bounty  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
11,786  (5,942  males  and  5,844  females);  the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was  11,305, 
r°>r  on aV11^1*8,.3  1 St  March}  1871>  13,632,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  14,577,  making  a total  of 
51,300  for  the  forty  years. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  11,592,  and  the 
number  of  Deaths  8,829 ; a natural  increase  of  2,7 63  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Population  ; but 
the  Emigrants  during  the  same  period  having  amounted  to  11,786,  the  net  result  shown  by  this  method  of 
calculation  is  a decrease  of  9,023.  The  decrease,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns,  is  8,362.

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NOTE. 

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more,  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  Convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  ; and  purpose 
giving  similar  Tables  from  time  to  time,  for  each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will 
permit,  beginning  with  the  Province  of  Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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COUNTY  OF  LOUTH  AND  COUNTY  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DROGHEDA. 

In  addition  to  tlie  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  , to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  County 
of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMARY. 

The  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  cover  an  area  of  202,123  statute  acres,  or  less 
than  1 per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  the  present  year,  there  were  60,067  acres  under 
tillage;  23,493  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  89,099  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  172,659  acres  of 
Arable  Land,  or  85‘7  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County  ; 3,977  acres,  or  2-0  per  cent.,  under 
Plantations;  851  acres,  or  04  per  cent.,  under  Turf  Bog;  1,564  acres,  or  08  per  cent,  under  Marsh, 
and  11,929  acres,  or  5-9  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  10,490  acres,  or  5-2  per 
cent.,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  according  to  the 
Census,  was— in  1841,  128,240;  in  1851,  107,662;  in  1861,  90,713;  in  1871,  84,021  ; in  1881,  77,684; 
and  according  to  the  recent  Census,  71,038  (35,242  Males  and  35,796  Females),  or  8'6  per  cent,  less 
ihan  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  at  the  time 
of  the  late  enumeration  was  14,868  the  average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-7  ; and  the  number 
of  Inhabited  Houses  was  14,536,  showing  an  average  of  4-8  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these 
averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions  have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Ardee  and  Louth,  viz.,  16'1  and  13’7  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in  Dundalk,  Upper,  and 
Drogheda,  viz.,  1'7  and  9-4  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions 
occurred  in  that  portion  of  Ardee,  situated  in  this  County,  and  the  lowest  in  Drogheda. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  of  Louth  (exclusive  of  the  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda)  in 
1891,  82-58  per  cent,  were  bom  therein,  7-48  per  cent,  in  other  Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 0-57  per 
•cent,  in  Munster;  6-01  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  0-35  per  cent,  in  Connaught;  2-60  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain; 
0-41  per  cent,  were  bom  abroad ; and  2 persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  85-47  per  cent,  were  born  either  in 
Louth  or  Meath;  5-84  per  cent,  in  other  Counties  in  the  Province  of  Leinster;  1-20  per  cent,  in  Munster; 
4-82  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  0-69  per  cent,  in  Connaught ; 1-87  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; and  (HI  per  cent, 
were  bom  abroad. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  three  such  districts,  viz.,  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Drogheda  and  Dundalk  and 
Ardee  Townships.  In  1881  the  population  of  the  foregoing  amounted  to  26,832 ; in  1891  it  was  26,389, 
showing  a decrease  of  443  persons,  or  l-7  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  6,203 
or  12-2  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz.  : — North  Louth  and  South  Louth,  each 
returning  one  Member  to  Parliament,  the  former  Division  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  37,571,  and  a 
constituency  of  5,485,  and  the  latter  a population  of  33,467,  and  a constituency  of  5,610.

Prom  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  according  to  the  Returns  of  1881,  only  47-9  per  cent,  of  the 
Inhabitants  could  “read  and  write,”  in  1891  59-8  per  cent,  could  do  so  ; that  the  per-centage  of  the  population 
who  could  “read  only”  in  1881  was  14-9,  and  in  1891.

Prom  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  29-4  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  aged  five  years- 
and  upwards  were  Illiterate  (27-4  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  31-4  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891  the 
percentage  was  but  21-3  (20’6  of  the  males  and  21 -9  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  the  County  of  Louth  in 
1891,  excluding  children  under  five  years  of  age,  23T  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  3-8  per  cent,  of  Protestant 
Episcopalians,  4 5 per  cent,  of  Presbyterians,  3-3  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  5-0  per  cent,  of  “all  other 
Denominations  ” were  Illiterate ; of  the  persons  five  years  old  and  upwards,  in  the  County  of  the  Town  of 
Drogheda,  21-7  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  4-3  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  0-9  percent,  of 
Presbyterians,  4-9  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  10'0  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were  Illiterate. 

The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda 
according  to  the  Census  of  1881  (week  ending  14th  May),  was  10,442  or  40-0  per  cent,  of  persons  aved  5 
years  and  under  20  ; in  1S91  the  number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May)  was  11,695,  or  48  per  cent,  of 
the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  County  of  Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda,  returned  as 
Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  was  388,  or  1 in  every  200  of  the  population ; in  1891  the  number  so 
returned  was  394,  or  1 in  every  180  of  the  population  ; of  the  latter  number  254  were  at  their  own  homes, 
and  140  were  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  2,616,  or  1 in 
every  30  of  the  population ; of  this  number  552  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  2,064  were  ’in  receipt  of 
outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  2,072,  or  1 in  every  34  of  the  population;  432  of  these 
being  in  the  Workhouses,  and  1,640  on  outdoor  relief. 

Eor  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ Superintendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  m a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed  of 
a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  County  of 
Louth  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  2,879,  equal 
to  an  average  annual  rate  of  3-9  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland 
during  the  same  period  affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  ten  years  was  17,137,  affording  an  average 
annual  rate  of  23-0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 
same  period  being  23-2  per  1,000. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  13,348  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
18-0  per  1,000  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Emigrants  from  the  County  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  amounted  to 
6,954  (3,531  males  and  3,423  females) ; the  number  for  the  decade  ending  31st  March,  1881,  was  5,699, 
for  that  ending  31st  March,  1871,  10,171,  and  for  that  ending  with  March,  1861,  17,091,  miilrincr  a total  of 
39,915  for  the  forty  years. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  17,137,  and  the 
number  of  Deaths  13,348 ; a natural  increase  of  3,789  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Population  ; but 
the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  6,954,  the  net  result  shown  is  a decrease  of 
3,165  : the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census  Returns,  amounts  to  6,646,  a disparity  in  the 
results  to  be  accounted  for  in  some  instances  by  defective  registration,  and  to  some  extent  by  incomplete 
Returns  of  Emigrants  ; together  with  the  fact  that  no  information  as  to  Migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland 
to  another  is  obtainable.

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appears  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particulars  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
present  the  following  Tables  for  the  Queen’s  County ; and  purpose  giving  similar  Tables  from  time  to  time,  for 
each  County,  at  such  intervals  as  the  progress  of  the  work  will  permit,  beginning  with  the  Province  of 
Leinster,  to  be  followed  by  those  of  Munster,  Ulster,  and  Connaught. 
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QUEEN’S  COUNTY. 


In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  the 
course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summary  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  Queen’s 
County  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891. 

SUMMAKY. 

The  Queen’s  County  covers  an  area  of  424,852  statute  acres,  or  2-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland)  for  the  present  year,  there  were  75,607  acres  under 
tillage,  55,941  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  222,241  under  pasture,  making  a total  of  353,789  acres  of 
Arable  Land,  or  83-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the  County  ; 9,882  acres,  or  2-3  per  cent  under 
Plantations;  18,659  acres,  or  4-4  per  cent,  under  Turf  Bog;  6,604  acres,  or  1-6  per  cent,  under  Marsh, 
and  19,450  acres,  or  4-6  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  16,1 1 1 acres,  or  3-8  per  cent., 
were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Queen’s  County  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  153,930;  in 
1851  111,664  ; in  1861,  90,650;  in  1871,  79,771  ; in  1881,  73,124;  and  according  to  the  recent  Census, 
64.883  (33,171  Males  and  31,712  Females),  or  U'3  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  13,326,  the  average 
number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-8  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  13,135,  showing  an 
average  of  4-9  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Baronies 
took  place  in  Stradbally,  Ballyadams,  and  Clarmallagh,  viz.,  1 6'3,  14'5  and  13-8  respectively;  and  the  lowest 
in  Maryborough  East  and  Maryborough  West,  viz.,  5-0  and  5-9  respectively.  The  highest  per-centage  of 
decrease  in  the  Poor  Law  Unions  occurred  in  the  portions  of  Urlingford  and  Athy  situated  in  this  County, 
and  the  lowest  in  the  portions  of  Mountmellick  and  Roscrea. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  County  in  1891,  87-16  per  cent,  were  bom  therein,  8-08  per  cent,  in  other 
Counties  of  the  Province  of  Leinster ; 2-23  per  cent,  in  Munster ; 0-74  per  cent,  in  Ulster;  0-51  per  cent,  in 
Connaught ; 0-99  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; 0-29  per  cent,  were  bom  abroad ; and  two  persons  were  bom  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  County  contains  two  such  districts — Maryborough  and  Mountmellick,  and  portions  of  two  others,  viz., 
Carlow  and  P ortarlington.  In  1881  the  population  of  the  foregoing  amounted  to  8,800 ; in  1891  it  was 
7,741,  showing  a decrease  of  12-0  per  cent. ; in  the  rural  district  of  the  County  the  decrease  was  11-2  per  cent. 

There  are  two  Parliamentary  Divisions  in  the  County,  viz. : — Ossory  and  Leix,  each  returning  one 
Member  to  Parliament;  the  former  division  having  in  1891  a population  of  32,823,  and  a constituency 
of  7,068 ; and  the  latter  a population  of  32,060,  and  a constituency  of  6,244.

under  Marsh,  and  18,781  acres,  or  3-3  per  cent.,  under  barren  Mountain  Land.  The  remaining  24,654  acres, 
nr  4-3  per  cent.,  were  returned  as  under  “ Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &c."

It  has  been  considered  desirable  (as  in  1881)  that  those  of  the  public  who  might  not  require,  or  be  disposed 
to  purchase,  the  Census  Abstracts  and  Reports  in  their  completeness,  should  have  access  at  a small  cost  to  the 
statistics  of  the  Territorial  Division  in  which  they  may  have  a more  immediate  interest ; and  as,  in  Ireland, 
the  County  appeared  to  be  the  most  convenient  and  familiar  area  for  which  the  principal  particular's  should  be 
afforded  in  abstract,  the  Census  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
have  published  Tables  for  the  several  Counties  in  the  Province  of  Leinster,  and  now  present  Summary  Tables 
for  that  Province,  and  a Synopsis  of  the  results  given  in  the  Summaries  prefixed  to  the  County  Books,  together 
with  Indexes  to  the  several  Territorial  Divisions.  Similar  information  for  the  Provinces  of  Munster,  Ulster, 
and  Connaught  will  be  given  in  the  order  named. 

It  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  compile  Provincial  Summaries  of  Tables  IV.,  VII.,  XV.,  XX., 
XXI.,  and  XXXI. 
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PROVINCE  OF  LEINSTER. 


Ik  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  County  Tables,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  adopt 
the  course  pursued  in  1881,  and  give  the  following  Summaries  of  the  results  obtained  respecting  the  several 
Counties  in  Leinster  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1891 ; similar  information  is  here  given  for  the  Province, 
together  with  a synopsis  of  the  County  Summaries. 


SUMMARY. 

The  Province  of  Leinster  covers  an  area  of  4,876,823  statute  acres,  or  23-4  per  cent,  of  the  total  area  of 
the  countiy. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  (Ireland),  for  last  year  (1891),  presented  to  Parliament  by  the 
Registrar-General,  there  were  710,952  acres  under  tillage,  590,643  under  meadow  and  clover,  and  2,683,287 
under  pasture,  making  a total  of  3,984,882  acres  of  Arable  Land,  or  82-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  extent  of  land 
in  the  Province ; 95,670  acres,  or  2-0  per  cent,  under  Plantations;  236,449  acres,  or  4’9  per  cent,  under  Turf 
Bog;  92,651  acres,  or  1-9  per  cent,  under  Marsh,  and  212,454  acres,  or  4-4  per  cent,  under  barren  Mountain 
Land.  The  remaining  204,840  acres  or  4-2  per  cent,  were  returned  as  under  “Roads,  Fences,  &c.,  &e.” 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Leinster  according  to  the  Census  was — in  1841,  1,973,731;  in 
1851,  1,6  72,7  38  ; iu  1861,  1,457,635 ; in  1871,  1,339,451  ; in  1881,  1,278,989  ; and  according  to  the  recent 
Census,  1,187,760  (587,847  Males,  and  599,913  Females)  or  7'1  per  cent,  less  than  in  1881. 

The  number  of  distinct  Families  in  the  Province  at  the  time  of  the  late  enumeration  was  242,185,  the 
average  number  of  persons  in  a family  being  thus  4-7  ; and  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  was  207,614, 
showing  an  average  of  5'5  persons  to  each  house.  In  calculating  these  averages,  the  Special  Inmates  of  Public 
Institutions  have  been  omitted.

From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  highest  per-centage  of  decrease  in  the  Counties 
took  place  in  Longford,  Kilkenny,  and  Carlow,  viz.,  13-7,  12-3,  and  12-1  respectively;  and  the  lowest  in 
Kildare,  Louth,  and  Westmeath,  viz.,  7-4,  8-6,  and  9-3  respectively.  There  was  an  increase  of  0'1  per  cent, 
in  Dublin. 

Of  the  persons  enumerated  in  the  Province  in  1891,  8974  per  cent,  were  born  therein,  2-63  per  cent,  in 
Munster;  2'34  per  cent,  in  Ulster ; 1-30  per  cent,  in  Connaught;  3-33  per  cent,  in  Great  Britain  ; 0-66  per 
cent,  were  born  abroad ; and  78  persons  were  born  at  sea. 

Towns  having,  in  1891,  a population  of  2,000  and  upwards,  are  classified  in  the  Tables  as  civic  districts. 

The  Province  contains  35  such  districts  and  portion  of  another;  in  1881  the  total  population  thereof 
amounted  to  484,116  ; in  1891  it  was  480,723,  showing  a decrease  of  3,393  persons,  or  0-7  per  cent. ; in  the 
rural  districts  of  the  Province  the  decrease  was  1 1 '0  per  cent.

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  1881,  203  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants,  aged  five  years 
and  upwards,  were  Illiterate  (19-9  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  20-6  of  the  females),  and  that,  in  1891  the 
per-centage  was  but  15-4  (15-4  of  the  males  and  15-3  of  the  females). 

Taking  Religious  Professions  and  Education  in  combination,  it  appears  that  in  1891,  excluding  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  17-3  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholics,  4-2  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Episcopalians,  2'9  per 
cent,  of  Presbyterians,  2’9  per  cent,  of  Methodists,  and  7'2  per  cent,  of  “all  other  Denominations”  were  Illiterate, 
The  number  of  children  attending  school  in  the  Province  of  Leinster,  according  to  the  Census  of  1881 
(week  ending  14th  May),  was  171,148,  or  42-3  per  cent,  of  persons  aged  5 years  and  under  20  ; in  1891  the 
number  returned  (for  week  ending  30th  May),  was  175,421  or  46-5  per  cent,  of  the  persons  aged  5 and  under  20. 

In  1881  the  number  of  persons  in  the  Province  of  Leinster  returned  as  Sick,  on  the  night  of  the  Census, 
was  12,857,  or  lin  every  99  of  the  population ; in  1891  the  number  so  returned  was  11,389,  or  1 in  every 
104  of  the  population;  of  the  latter  number  3,661  were  at  their  own  homes,  and  7,728  were  in  hospital 
The  number  of  persons  returned  in  1881  as  receiving  relief  under  the  Poor  Law  System  was  41,019,  or  1 
m every  31  of  the  population ; of  this  number  17,512  were  inmates  of  Workhouses,  and  23,507  were  in 
receipt  of  outdoor  relief;  in  1891  the  number  returned  was  33,571,  or  1 in  every  35  cf  the  population; 
14,215  of  these  being  m the  Workhouses,  and  19,356  on  outdoor  relief. 

For  the  purposes  of  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  the  Poor  Law  Union  forms  a 
“ bupermtendent  Registrar’s  District.”  Each  Union  or  Superintendent  Registrar’s  District  is  divided  into 
Dispensary  Districts  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  poor  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act ; which  Districts, 
save  m a few  instances,  are  identical  with  the  Registrars’  Districts.  Each  Dispensary  District  is  composed 
of  a certain  number  of  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions. 

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General  the  number  of  Marriages  registered  in  the  Province 
of  Leinster  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  was  60,506,  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
4 J per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  registered  in  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the  same  period 
affords  an  average  annual  rate  of  4-3  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Province  during  the  ten  years  was  291,151,  affording  an  average 
inuai  rate  of  23-6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  average  yearly  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  during  the 


same  period  being  23'2  per  1,000. 


The  Deaths  registered  during  the  decennium  amounted  to  254,834,  being  equal  to  an  average  annual  rate  of 
20-7  per  1,000 ; the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  Ireland  was  17-8  per  1,000.

The  number  «f  registered  during  the  ten  years  ending  31st  March,  1891,  being  291,151,  and  the 

number  of  Deaths  254,834 ; a natural  increase  of  36,317  would  appear  to  have  taken  place  in  the  Popula- 
tmn ; but  the  Emigrants,  during  the  same  period,  having  amounted  to  138,282,  the  net  result  shown  by  this 
method  of  calculation  is  a decrease  of  101,965 ; the  decrease  in  the  population,  as  shown  by  the  Census 
Returns,  was  .91,229,  a disparity  in  the  results  to  be  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  no 
record  of  Immigrants  or  of  Migration  from  one  part  of  Ireland  to  another  is  obtainable.
